BIG SHOW MAY BE ON 
According to Dewitt MacKenzie, war analyst for 
Wide World and the Times-Mirror, Nazi Field Marshal 
Rommel’s attack against the British in the Egyptian 
desert bears the earmarks of being the big show for 
which we’ve been waiting—an all-out German eft ort to 
make quick conquest of Egypt and the Suez Canal. 
MacKenzie thinks the action is part of Hitler's grand 
strategy for overrunning the Caucasus and Middle East, 
placing wholesale dependence on this vast operation to 
win him the war. 
Rommel’s drive is inaugurated at the peak of the 
crisis in his master’s battle in southwestern Russia. 
It 
comes at the critical moment when Stalingrad is in grave 
danger, and the Nazi chief is threatening to break 
through into the lower Caucasus. 
Thus we have a classic example of Nazi coordination 
on a big scale. Actually Marshal Rommel’s forces form 
the right flank of Hitler’s Caucasian drive. The fuehrer’s 
plan for this operation, which encompasses many coun­ 
tries, is this: 
If Rommel can overrun Egypt, capturing the great 
naval base of Alexandria, Port Said and the canal, he 
will pretty well have nullified the effectiveness of the 
British fleet in the eastern Mediterranean. 
This will 
render the whole Middle East vulnerable to attack. 
Meantime Hitler hopes to capture Stalingrad and 
crack the Red line which now bars him from a drive 
southward through the Caucasus to the northern border 
of the Middle East. 
Should he succeed, he and his 
henchman would be in position to make an assault from 
both east and west on the zone comprising Palestine, 
Syria. Iran and Iraq—a nutcracker movement. 
And if s important to note that this latter phase of 
the plan could be carried out after winter had largely 
stopped fighting on the Russian front north of the Cau­ 
casus. The winter isn t severe in the southern Caucasus, 
and military operations both there and in the Middle 
East would be quite feasible. 
With this background it’s obvious that the Allies 
must stop both Rommel in Egypt and his boss in the 
northern Caucasus. 
It would be a catastrophe difficult 
to estimate if this Hitlerian scheme should succeed. 
Ifs a dangerous moment for the Allies, but taking 
the position as a whole there’s no reason to despair over 
our chances of dealing with it adequately, MacKenzie 
sa vs. 


THE TEACHER SITUATION 
Announcement that the board of school directors 
elected nine new teachers for local positions at an ad­ 
journed meeting Monday evening emphasizes the fact 
that the officials were not only alert to the increasing 
scarcity °f instructors, but were indeed fortunate in 
being successful in filling the vacancies. 
Many counties in western Pennsylvania, including 
Warren, are facing an acute shortage of elementary 
teachers, according to Dr. Paul G. Chandler, president 
of the State Teachers College at Clarion. 
The chief difficulty with this situation is that it is 
going to exist for many years, says Dr. Chandler, who 
predicts; “This shortage was here before the war. There 
are no indications that it will get better after the war. 
Like other shortages this one has been made greater 
by the war, but unlike other shortages it will not be 
relieved after the war unless more students enter teach­ 
ers colleges and obtain certification. 
Districts that are 
now hiring temporary teachers may have to continue 
to do this for many years to come.”

Schuyler 
Otis Bland, in whose district it is 
located, is briefly to provide that 
students may work three days a 
week in war industries and at­ 
tend classes tho other three days. 
The plan provides a m uch-need­ 
ed supply of first-class labor for 
war industry; it gives financial as­ 
sistance to ambitious youngsters; 
and it helps the school keep up 
enrollment at a time when nearly 
all college;-, are suffering from the 
loss of (non stud *nts. 


'U H E students work in selected 
* 
industries. During the summer 
months, some work full time. They 
earn about $35 a week. They live 
in the college dormitories and pav 
around $15 a 
week for room, 
hoard and laundry. Some students 
will (lave saved enough by fall to 
pay their tuition fees before the\ 
go on the three-day-a-w eek schrd 
ule. 
Candidates must take both the 
college and civil service health 
examinations, must be ai least 17 
years of age, and he American 
citizens. 
Students at William and Marx 
are w orking at the naval mine 


depot at Yorktown, the Newport 
News shipbuilding yard, and or. 
construction jobs at Fort Eustice. 
There is no academic distinction 
between war work students and 
others. The w ar w orkers natu ral­ 
ly are unable to take as many 
courses as iull-time .students, but 
there 
no limitation on their se­ 
lection of subjects and by attend­ 
ing summ er school they can be 
graduated 
in 
the regular four 
years. Working out this four-year 
course 
is one of the curricu­

The war work plan does not 
constitute in itself a basis for de­ 
ferment from Hie draft, but stu­ 
dents registered under the pro­ 
gram are subject to the same de- 
ferment privileges as others w ork­ 
ing for college degrees.
